The lines of business which can benefit from 
the present opportunity in the export trade, of 
course, will be those which are peculiarly favored 
by the natural resources of the United States, 
such as steel, oll, agricultural implements, etc. 
Out of a total world’s production of steel ingots, 
amounting to 75,000,000 tons, about 31,000,000 
tons are produced in the United States and the 
rest in those European countries now at war. 
With this immense European capacity paralyzed 
and much of it destroyed, the normal demand 
for steel products in neutral countries should 
logically come to the United States. Incidentally, 
in addition to providing a demand from new 
sources for manufactures already established in 
this country, it is probable that minor new indus- 
tries will spring up to supply the demand for 
goods previously furnished exclusively by Euro- 
pean producers.

Discusses Merchant Marine. 
EGARDING the question of a merchant ma- 
R rine, I do not mean to say that the bene- 
fits to be derived from an increased num- 
ber of merchant ships flying the American flag 
would not be worth vigorous efforts to encourage 
the expansion of tonnage in American registry; 
on the contrary, I believe that if, instead of only 
about 10 per cent of our foreign trade carried in 
American bottoms, as at present, we should 
double or quadruple this proportion, the foreign 
business of the United States would be substan- 
tially increased. 

The important point to be considered in dis- 
cussing the development of an American merchant 
marine, however, is that investment capital will 
seek the highest return and it is useless to expect 
American capital to become employed in ship- 
pivg shares if the securities of railroads and in- 
dustrial corporations offer a more attractive in- 
vestment opportunity. Previous to the Civil War 
about three-fourths of our foreign trade was 
handled by American ships, because ocean trans- 
portation offered a more advantageous employ- 
ment of capital than canal boats and manufactur- 
ing enterprises. Since 1860, however, American 
capitalists have largely left ocean transportation 
to European steamship lines, not because it was 
Unpossible to get back the trade which American 
ship owners lost during the Civil War, but because 
railroad building and factory construction prom- 
fsed a larger return on money invested. 

Since the Civil War the United States has been, 
and still is, a “locomotive” more than a “ship” 
country. And because of the fact that the enor- 
mous resources of the United States yet to be de- 
veloped will continue to offer abundant oppor- 


tunity for the investment of domestic capital, the 


immediate establishment of foreign branches of 
American banks under our Federal reserve bank- 
ing system and the negotiation of commereinl 
treaties under a satisfactory tariff system (yet to 
be developed) will prove productive of more bene- 
ficial results than any legislative attempt to build 
up a merchant marine. Once our bankers co- 


operate with our exporters by extending the credit 


machinery necessary in foreign trade, the fleets 
of England, Norway, Germany and other coun- 
tries will prove willing and efficient servants. 
What domestic exporters now lack are modern 
banking facilities—ships there are in plentiful 
supply. 


Must Register Foreign Ships. 

HE present deplorable state of crippled 
commerce, however, shows that to make 
the existing supply of foreign ships serv- 

lceable, they must be permitted to register under 
the American flag on easy terms. Public policy 
demands this.

make haste to resume such trade relations with 
neutral countries as have been normal in times of 
peace. 

If we turn from a purely selfish consideration 
of the possible benefits to be derived from the 
present situation and consider the economic 
progress of the world as a whole, there is abun- 
dant evidence to show that wealth is being un- 
wisely invested and wasted on a prodigious scale. 
About the best measure of the extent of this eco- 
nomic waste is found in the enormous deprecia- 
tion in security values and the critical over-ex- 
tension of the state banks of Europe. 

The United States for the past three years has 
been sending enormous amounts of gold to Europe 
and, likewise, a steady stream of the metal has 
been pouring into European bank reserves from 
gold mines elsewhere in the world. Notwith- 
standing this fact, however, so much capital in 
the hands of private investors has been witheld 
from investment through fear of war—constitut- 
ing an economic waste—and foreign Governments 
have made such extravagant war expenditures 
that the credit of European Governments is badly 
over extended and the people are burdened with 
excessive taxation. European countries undoubt- 
edly have a severe period of economizing and re- 
trenchment ahead of them before the waste of 
war can be repaired and the savings of the people 
will furnish the supply of working capital neces- 
ary to another period of expansion in the for- 
eign investment and commodity markets. 


London Securities Drop. 


URING the past two years the aggregate 
D value of 387 securities traded in on the 
the London Stock Exchange (including 
colonial and American securities and worth 318, 
060,000,000 in the spring of 1912) has shown a de- 
cline of $1,200,000,000. This enormous loss does 
not include many securities listed in other finan- 
cia] markets, but it is a pretty fair index of the 
destruction of capital involved in war expendi- 
tures, for this wholesale depreciation in security 
value is largely due to the fact that the large 
banks in Europe, after becoming well extended 
by trade expansion during 1909-1812, have had to 
force compulsory liquidation of transportation 
and industrial securities in order to make way for 
the underwriting of foreign Government bonds. 


The drastic declines in American securities 
since the Balkan War broke out in October, 1912, 
ure almost wholly due to forced selling from 
Europe; in fact, the adverse influence of Euro- 
pean financial conditions during the past three 
years without doubt has checked trade and new 
coustruction enterprises in the United States to 
an extent which far overshadows any injurious 
consequences which may have resulted from trust 
prosecutions, tariff legislation and freight rate 
decisions, all taken together. 

At the present time the New York Stock Ex- 
chunge is closed in order to protect our gold sup- 
ply from the inroads of Buropean Governments, 
and this protection should be continued until an 
adequate credit balance can be established with 
forcign nations through exports of merchandise, 
especially wheat and cotton. As soon as the war 
is over, however, the outlook for American busi- 
ness and securities will be especially bright. Basic 
ccnditions here are sounder than anywhere else 
in the world.

Ship owners are fighting the President's plan 
to put on a fleet of Government-owned freight 
ships. They say they can't compete” with Gov- 
ernment lines. So they have got several reaction- 
ary Senators solemnly prying into the “political 
expediency” and the “propriety” of using Federal 
funds in this way. They threaten to make the 
Senate debate on the bill a long and bitter one. 

The plain truth is, the whole country is suffer- 
ing a kind of commercial suffocation because these 
private ship owners can’t perform their function, 
and President Wilson, in this emergency, proposes 
that the people shall perform it for themselves, as 
the only means of escaping enormous losses. The 
private lines can’t handle the grain, cotton and 
other products pouring down to seaboard for ex- 
port to other countries, Their machinery has 
broken down, mainly because most of the work 
has been done by ships flying foreign flags, which 
are now either withdrawn for fighting or are shel- 
tered in neutral harbors to escape capture. 

American foreign trade, running in normal times 
to $4,500,000,000 a year, is almost wholly suspend- 
ed... American farmers, merchants, manufactur- 
ers and workingmen have been badly hurt, and 
will be much worse hurt if shipping is not prompt- 
ly reopened between this and foreign countries. 

These private owners of ships would rather have 
the whole country’s business go to pot, apparently, 
than to stand aside decently and let Uncle Sam 
do for the people the service they are unable to do. 

Senators who lend themselves to this outrageous 
scheme to delay action for the genera] welfare, 
especially those reponsible to farming constitu- 
encies, will find it hard to tell their home folks 
why, in such a crisis, they stood with the Shipping 
Trust against the bread and butter interests of 
the great masses of the American people. 

Each day's delay cuts deeper into the pockets 
of the millions of grain and cotton farmers. Each 
day's delay sees more store and factory workmen 
thrown out of work for want of employment. 

Uncle Sam has been more than generous to the 
private ship owners, in assuming the risk of war 
loss for them on such vessels as they operate. 
Since they can’t do the work that needs to be 
done, they must stand aside and let the people do 
it for themselves. And it will be far better for 
them to do it gracefully than to go down fighting 
for delay against the inevitable—because the bill 
is going to pass, and the quicker it passes the 
sooner the country will get relief from an intol- 
erable situation. 

These dogs-in-the-manger gave the completest 
exhibition of their spirit of mean greed when, hav- 
ing got Uncle Sam to insure their ships against 
loss, they opposed and defeated—in the Senate, 
of course—a proposition to have the Government 
insure the lives of the sailors engaged in this 
extra-hazardous trade. 
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A 1914 BONAPARTE VIEW. 

Europe shows that “we are still of the lineage 
of the ape and tiger,” is a statement by a former 
Attorney-General of the United States. But which 
of the several surviving former incumbents of 
that office was it? None other than Charles J. 
Bonaparte, grandnephew of the man who in a 
former generation was sowing Europe with ult 
matums and war declarations. 
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THE DANGER IN CHINA. 
It will be little less than a miracle if China 


doesn’t get drawn into the fighting between Jap- 
anese and Germans at Kiauchau. 

Yuan Shi Kai, China’s President-dictator, is ac- 
cused by Japan of having “virtually gone over to 
Russia” in dealing with the future of Asia. 

Northern Chinese remember their country’s 
swift, humiliating defeat by Japan 20 years ago. 
They resent Japan's assumption of leadership, al- 
most of overlordship, in Eastern Asia. They have 
not yet got rid of their age-old contempt for the 
Japanese as “the little island people.” They chafe 
under Japan's energetic commercial invasion of 
their territory, and Japan’s constant scouting of 
Chinese resources, routes and defenses by agents 
of Japan’s military establishment. They know 
Japan means to dominate and exploit the Asiatic 
continent; to become its chief military, manu- 
facturing and financial power, and to acquire 
mainland territory to accommodate her expanding 
population. They are not deluded by Japan’s 

promise to restore Kiauchau to China, after tak- 
ing it from the Germans. They know the restora- 
tion, if it ever takes place, which they doubt, will 
not be a gift but a trade, with a heavy price at- 
tached. 

It is among the dire possibilities that warfare in 
Asia, comparable in extent and importance to that 
now in progress in Europe, may be launched with 
Japan’s opening attack upon Kiauchau. 
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HEADING OFF THE HOUSEWIFE. 
Many a man, accustomed to eating in winter the 


fing fruits sealed into glass jars by his wife and 
her handmaidens at this season, will have to 
thank the Sugar Trust for forcing him, during the 
coming winter, to accept, as a sorry substitute, 
tne tinned fruits put up in factories, and he’ll very 
likely have to pay a higher price than usual even 
for that. 

For the war, and the mean greed awakened hy 
the war, has halted the preserving plans of count- 
less thousands of thrifty housewives by placing 
upon sugar a price which prohibits its use in can- 
ning except by those for whom “the cost doesn't 
count.” 

The sudden jump in sugar, from 21 pounds to 
only 12 pounds for a dollar, blighted fond ex- 
pectations aroused by the news of an uncom- 
monly large and fine fruit crop. 

Until the trust boosted the price of sugar so 
absurdly, so outrageously, there was comfort for 
American housewives even in the fact that the 
war, and the stoppage of Atlantic freights, had 
eut off almost wholly the foreign market for some 
$3,000,000 worth of American fresh fruits. That 
meant lower prices and a wider range of choice 
on this side of the Water. 

But the Sugar Trust saw its duty—from the 
trost point of view—and did it. True, the trust 
couldn’t allege that the war had interfered witb 
ony considerable portion of its shipments by 
water. These come mainly from Cuba and the 
Hawallan Islands, a small part only coming from 
Germany's beet fields. Still, as everybody else

THREE CENTS 
The United States Supreme — decided a tew 


months ago that the laws of Missouri and other 
states for a 2-cent-a-mile rate on railroad lines 
wholly within a state are not unreasonable. 

The Interstate Commerce Commission now de- 
cides that a 3-cent-a-mile rate is not unreasonable 
for a journey over these same lines, provided the 
journey is prolonged across a state boundary. 

In other words, the Frisco road is entitled to 
collect only 2 cents a mile from a passenger going 
from St. Louls to Neosho, Mo., but if he goes from 
St. Louis to a point a few miles beyond Neosho, 
in Oklahoma, it can collect 3 cents a mile for 
the entire distance. The practice of charging the 
higher rate on interstate passenger business hav- 
ing caused protest in the past, state authorities 
brought the discrimination to the attention of the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, the victory for 
the railroads resulting. 

The decision brings the passenger situation in 
many states very close to the freight situation 
that led to the Texas decision. In that case, 
Louisiana towns were placed at a disadvantage as 
compared with certain Texas towns near the bor- 
der by reason of an interstate freight rate much 
higher than the rates prescribed by the Texas 
Railroad Commission on hauls wholly within 
Texas. The Interstate Commissioners promptly 
assumed jurisdiction over the Texas rates in an 
epochal decision and ordered them increased. 

If some towns are placed at a disadvantage in 
respect to certain business by reason of the 3-cent 
interstate passenger rate, when other towns get 
the benefit of practically the same sort of busi- 
ness at a 2-cent rate, how long will it be before 
the Interstate Commerce Commission assumes 
| Jurisdiction over the intrastate 2-cent rates? 

Should a case involving the point be presented, 
it is fairly certain how the present commissioners 
would stand. In their recent award of higher 
freight rates in the central district, they indicated 
their belief that passenger traffic is being carried 
in many instances at the expense of freight 
traffic. 

The decision is most significant. Substitution 
cf Federal for State regulation seems fore- 
shadowed. 


THE NEW SPIRIT IN TEXAS. 

Further evidence that the politics of Texas has 
moved forward out of the nineteenth into the 
twentieth century is afforded by Gov. Colquitt’s 
call for a special session of the Legislature to meet 
the crisis created on the cotton farms by the war’s 
sudden closing of European markets for the crop. 

The Governor’s call asks for the enactment of 
a law “providing for a system of public ware- 
houses,” to be built and operated by cities and 
towns in the cotton belt, and for another law “pro- 
viding for a system of bonded warehouses,” to be 
built and operated by private capital, under State 
supervision, “where the agricultural products of 
this State may be stored and safely kept under 
public guaranties, or under bond.“ 

The purpose, under both proposed systems, is to 
place the State’s guaranty, and, in a sense, its 
credit, back of cotton stored in warehouses as 
security for bank loans. 

Private initiative has failed to supply adequate 
warehouse facilities for the cotton and other crops 
of Texas. Farmers, except in a few instances, 
have failed to meet this need by co-operation. 
Town and city men dealing in cotton have seen 
more profit for themselves in taking advantage 
of the farmers’ want of storage facilities to buy 
cotton at low prices, than they could sge in using 
their money to provide facilities which would en- 
able farmers to hold the crop for higher prices. 

A law enabling cotton belt towns to build cotton 
warehouses with municipal funds will sharpen the 
competition between them for the patronage of 
cotton farmers. Cotton town Shylocks will object, 
but the community’s desire to enlarge its cotton 
trade will overcome their objections, and many 
municipal warehouses will be built, if the proposed 
law passes without any crooked jokers being 
slipped into it to cheat its intention. 

The recent popular choice of James E. Ferguson 
for next Governor on the issue of land reform was 
not a fluke, but proof of the opening of a new era 
in the industrial and political life of the South’s 
Empire State. Gov. Colquitt, hitherto ultra con- 
servative, now a candidate for Culberson’s Sen- 
ate seat, has taken notice of the new deal, and is 
governing himself accordingly. 
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SELF-HELP NEEDED MOST. 

Southern papers are full of appeals for state 
and national aid in housing and holding the 1914 
cotton crop. One wonders what has become of the 
old-fashioned American spirit of self-reliance, of 
which the South was believed to be the ultimate 
stronghold. 

The plain truth is, there is not a cotton-trading 
town in the South whose people could not, if they 
would, co-operatively build and operate at cost 
ample warehousing facilities to house and hold 
the cotton for which there is no immediate mar- 
ket at normal prices. No new laws, state or na- 
tional, are needed to enable cotton-town folk to 
engage in this most practical form of co-opera- 
tion. In most towns, the townfolk can draw on 
prosperous nearby farmers for part of the small 
capital required. Inasmuch as most of these 
towns depend chiefly on the cotton crop for a liv- 
ing, they owe it to themselves as much as to their 
farm neighbors to come to the front in the fash- 
ion indicated. 

Once the cotton is lodged in good warehouses, 
safe from weather depreciation and insured against 
fire, the banks of the cotton-trading towns should 
be willing to advance $35 to $40 a bale on the 
warehouse certificates—plenty to carry almost any 
of the growers until the restoration of ocean trade 
reutes enables them to sell and collect the full 
value of the crop. 

With their normal resources only partially em- 
ployed, and supplemented by liberal grants of 
emergency currency, the bankers of any trading 
town in the cotton belt whose bankers can, if they 
will, finance the crop on safe and equitable terms. 

The kind of help that the South needs most right

PATENT LAW REFORM, 
From the Washington Star. 

Recommending radical changes in pat- 
ent laws, the Oldfield bill has been re- 
ported to the House by Chairman Old- 
fleld of the House Committee on Pat- 
ents. The measure is of wide interest, 
not only to patent office experts and at- 
torneys in Washington, but to large 
manufacturing concerns throughout the 
country. The bill cuts the ground from 
under the feet of many large manufac- 
turers who have accumulated control- 
ling interest in a large number of pat- 
ents, and probably will be fought bitter- 
ly if the measure ever comes to debate 
in the House or Senate. 

A statement on the bill by Chairman 
Oldfield is as follows: 

“The first section of the bill seeks to 
amend the patent laws in such a way as 
to prevent persons holding applications 
for patent in the United States Patent 
Office indefinitely by providing that ev- 
ery patent shall run 19 years from the 
date of filing of the application, and in 
no case shall the term of the patent be 
longer than 17 years, the time fixed by 
the present law. 

“The second section of the bill provides 
that no action for infringement of pat- 
ent rights will lie when a retailer of a 
patented article cuts the price fixed on 
same by the manufacturer. This sec- 
tion also has a clause which seeks to 
correct the evii laid down by the Su- 
preme Court in the ‘Dick’ mimeograph 
case. 

“Section 3 of the ‘Oldfield bill’ pro- 
vides for a compulsory license clause in 
the patent statutes which will prevent 
the heretofore very common practice of 
trusts and corporations operating under 
patents locking up their patents. This 
clause provides that when any person or 
corporation acquires a patent for the 
purpose or with the result of suppress- 
ing competition an application may be 
made to the Federal Court having jurijs- 
diction for a license to manufacture the 
suppressed patent. Any individual in- 


“| terested may take advantage of this pro- 


vision and obtain a license to manu- 
facture any patent withheld from the 
public for the purpose of suppressing 
competition. This section, however, is 
designed not to affect the original in- 
ventor unless he has entered into a con- 
tract to suppress his invention. Some 
of the largest trusts of the country are 
founded almost wholly on patents and 
they have been able heretofore to exer- 
cise a free hand in acquiring’ and sup- 
pressing competitive patents. This prac- 
tice has been followed by the large man- 
ufacturing corporations of the United, 
States to such an extent that today we 
find a single corporation controlling 
more than 7000 patents and competition 
in its field practically suppressed. This 
condition is true of a great number of 
larger or smaller corporations and the 
public is paying exorbitant prices for 
their products as a result.”

GOUGING THE PUBLIC. 0 

Philadelphia Inquirer: The European war has 
served as the excuse for extortion. Of course, beef 
barons and sugar magnates and food manipulators 
and speculators in general have been back of the 
jump in food prices. It would be impossible for 
countless retailers to conspire to raise prices so 
enormously. Men “higher up” than the retailers 
are doing this thing. 

These gougers of the public are not unique to 
this country. Their ilk have tried to profit in 
the same way even in the countries that are at 
war. But the countries that are at war have a way 

of dealing with such robbers. Under martial law 
much can be done, and so prices have been fixed 
and the man who dares to charge higher prices 
faces imprisonment. 

It is not practical for the United States to take 
such drastic action. But there are other methods 
pf getting at those who manipulate food markets. 
Any combination to bleed the public is a conspir- 
acy. It is usually a rather difficult thing to prove 
conspiracy and send people to jail under the 
cLarge, but we should hate to be arraigned in the 
dock under a charge of conspiracy and face a jury 
at a time when the jurymen were forced to pay 
enormous prices for food when there was no rea- 
gon for those prices except the greed of manipu- 
lators and speculators. 


THE FOOD GAMBLERS.

This is an attack on the price of bread at the very 
source of supply, and we know of no reason why 
the farmer, rather than a middle man, should be 
allowed to corner the food supply in order to rake 
in an abnormal profit.

Philadelphia Ledger: Our own people must be 
fed first and at the reasonable prices which the 
abundance of our supply justifies. 

We are opposed to drastic legislation, and it 
would be throwing away a great opportunity to 
lock our foodstuffs within our own borders, but 
speculators who are endeavoring to capitalize the 
situation should understand that exports will be 
forbidden if the public is goaded into extreme 
mieasures for self-protection. 


“FEED AMERICA FIRST.“ 


Boston Traveler: Self-preservation is the first 
law of nature. The duty of the food producers 
and food dealers of America is to feed America 
first, and if they don’t realize it, the people of 
America will rise up and make them. If there 
must bo a food famine, let it be European and 
not au American food famine. And, after all, 
what better evidence of neutrality could we give 
than a refusal to supply food to any of the bel- 
lizerent nations until they had ceased fighting? 
Why isn’t starvation the best remedy for war? 


JAIL FOR FOOD THIEVES. 


Pittsburg Leader: While other nations, those 
actually affected by causes that can be traced 
with accuracy, have adopted means to protect their 
people from the food pirate to the extent of con- 
fiscating stock and imposing prison penalties of 
five years, the American Government is resting 
with preparations for the beginning of a “probe.” 

The only country that by all the laws of trade, 
economics and ordinary decency should not be 
robbed or exploited is the only one that is robbed 
and exploited without let or hindrance. We have 
no penalties, no governmental preventives. 

But if Austria and England and Germany could 
take such prompt action to forestall the food pi- 
rates and establish penalties that may prohibit 
hy severity, there is no reason why the American 
people should not be protected by similar gov- 
ernmental action. 

It Austria can, in one day, pass a law fixing 
a penalty of five years for the punishment of store- 
keepers, dealers and shopkeepers who rob the pub- 
lic through excessive prices, we can do the same. 

The only question to be determined is, do we 
want to do it? While we are “probing” the cost 
of food supplies is arbitrarily raised day after 
day.

THE SINEWS OF WAR. 

Boston Traveler: Foodstuffs are sinews of 
war. Without the necessaries of life no nation can 
continue to fight. Armies and navies can be 
starved into inactivity. To fight, soldiers and 
sailors must eat, and the nations behind them 
must eat. 

Can we feed the belligerents in this conflict 
and be neutral? Can we grow rich by feeding the 
warring nations and be neutral? And especially, 
can we feed one side and permit that side to 
starve the other side, and be neutral? 

No. We can’t supply the sinews of war, and 
we cen’t root for the allies against Germany and 
be neutral in the present strife. 

To think otherwise is contrary to common sense. 

Uncle Sam has the greatest opportunity of his 
life at the present time-—the opportunity to keep 
out of the war and to starve the world into peace. 


DON’T FINANCE THE WAR! 

Philadelphia Ledger: In the present emer- 
gency the relations of the United States with the 
beiligerents are far more critical than was the 
case in 1905, and the same sort of friendliness that 
was shown Japan at that time could not be ex- 
tended to Germany, or Great Britain, or to France, 
without arousing resentments at home and abroad 
which would bear fruit in complications which it 
is the policy of this nation to avoid. 

These considerations have doubtless influenced 
the President and Secretary of State in their 
furmal disapproval of such loans as that asked 
for by the French Government, the probability 
that the money would remain in this country and 
be expended for American products not being suf- 
ficient to outweigh the political and moral aspects 
of the question. It may be suspected, however, 
that even greater weight was given to the grave 
responsibility for the prolongation of the war rest- 
ing upon those who furnish the sinews. 

No wars could be fought without money, and 
if the bankers of the world were as deeply im- 
bued with the idea that the profits of peace are 
greater than those of war, and if they would unit- 
edly refuse to finance militarism, then wars would 


cease. 


THE NEW WATERLOO. 

Washington Herald: What may be the fate of 
the Kaiser at Waterloo is to be determined, and 
if he should win that nook of earth he may pos- 
sibly be able to dictate terms to all Europe, but if, 
like Napoleon, he should lose, it will not be the 
destruction of Germany. 

The development in industry and commerce in 
Germany in the last 40 years has been the new 
spirit of enterprise in Europe. The allies may 
defeat and even dethrone the Kaiser, but they 
Fill be compelled to recognize the new industrial 
civilization which has been born and developed 
in Germany, and not only not try to destroy it, 
but make it the model for Europe. 

Great peoples are not destroyed by war, even 
on the scale of the war now raging in Europe. 
The fate of the Kaiser will not remove Germany 
from the map, even should that fate be similar 
to the fate of Napoleon. France has demonstrated 
that nations do not die when Emperors are over- 
thrown. 


THE BENEFIT TO POLAND. 

Chicago Journal: The autonomy of Poland 
would be an immense blessing to Europe, as well 
as to the unhappy country most directly involved. 
A nation of about 20,000,000 people stretching be- 
tween Russia and Germany, would be an efficient 
barrier to any renewal of the present strife.

But when a great nation is 
grappling with strong enemies they are entirely 
out of place. Women can do a great deal in war.

But as for their 
fighting or making an effective fighting force, the 
idea could only come from a foolish mind sat- 
urated with childish Amazonian legends and blind 
to the simple facts of life.

IS JAPAN SINCERE? 

Philadelpiia Inquirer: Assurances are said to 
have been given to the United States Ambassador 
et Tokio that the Japanese Government enter- 
tains no plans of territorial conquest or political 
aggrandizement, that its motives are sweetly al- 
truistic and its intentions entirely honorable. Our 
interests in the Far East are to be safeguarded 
and the integrity of China upheld. Such assur- 
ances were, of course, to be expected and they will 
be taken for what they are worth, which, in the 
light of the Japanese record, is not a great deal. 
The proof of the pudding will be in the eating. 
What we do know is that Japan, in concert with 
Russia, has practically subverted the authority of 
China throughout all Southern Manchuria and 
that while approving the policy of the open door 
in its professions, it has nullified that policy in 
its practice. 


GERMANY IN THE PACIFIC. 

Washington Post: The naval strength of 
Germany in Asiatic waters is not great, although 
two German cruisers there are said to have given 
a good account of themselves recently. The Jap- 
anese navy is amply able to take the German 
colony of Kiaochow and drive German warships 
out of the Pacific. 

The German possessions in the Pacific comprise 
German New Guinea, the Bismarck Archipelago, 
the Caroline, Pelew and Marlana (Ladrones) Is- 
lands, the Solomon Islands, the Marshall Islands, 
and the Samoan Islands, all these possessions 
emounting to 96,000 square miles and containing 
432,000 population. Germany receives about $4,- 
000,000 in annual revenue from these possessions 
and spends upon them about $20,000,000 annually. 
Like other German colonial ventures, they are 
nut worth what they cost, and Germany would be 
better off without them. Some of the islands, 
however, are of some strategic importance as 
cable, wireless and coaling stations, and they 
would be useful to Japan in case of war with 
the United States. For this reason, among others, 
the United States is interested in the n— 
developments in the Pacific.

BELGIAN KING IS 
SURPRISE OF WAR 


King Albert’s Aggressive Loyalty Is at the 
Cost of Friendships and Family Ties. 


of the Belgians during this war has as- 

tonished the world no less than the bravery 
of Belgian soldiers in defending Liege from the 
Germans. Neither the soldiers of Belgium nor 
their King had any particular reputation as 
warriors a month ago. Germany did not antict- 
pate such undaunted courage and stubborn re- 
sistence as they have given her; and England and 
France did not expect that they would show 

mselve8 so capable in fighting. 


Belgium has belonged to the Belgians only 
since 1830 when the people carried out a suc- 
cessful revolution against Holland by which they 
had been ruled. When the country was invaded 
by Napoleon I on one side, and England, allied 
with Germany, on the other, for the battle of 
Waterloo in 1814, the people did not defend them- 
selves against the invaders. The difference to- 
day is that they are fighting for their own. 


King Albert does not belong to them by any 
bond of blood. He is the grandson of the first 
King of the Belgians, a German Prince from 
Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, who was invited to rule as 
Leopold I. His soverignty lasted for 384 years. 
The sovereignty of his son, Leopold II, lasted for 
44 years. That of his grandson, King Albert, 
began only in 1909. Belgium has been prosperous 
and united under their rule. Each sovereign 
identified himself thoroughly with his subjects 
and gave his life to the adopted country so com- 
pletely that the royal family of Belgium is con- 
sidered by the Belgians themselves as Belgian. 

King Albert and Queen Elisubeth have had to 
sacrifice their nearest and dearest family ties to 
remain loyal to Belgium during this war. Both 
are as German as centuries of German blood can 
make them. The Queen, who was the daughter 
of Duke Carl Theodore of Bavaria, ene of the 
most celebrated eye specialists of his generation, 
is the namesake and goddaughter of her aunt, 
the murdered Empress Elizabeth of Austria. She 
always has maintained the most affectionate rela- 
tions with her uncle, the Emperor Francis Joseph, 
whose army is allied to Germany’s. 


Brother-in-Law Fights for Kaiser. 
Ke. ALBERT, on his part, has many ties to 


T brilliant soldierly record of King Albert 


Germany. His mother was Princess Mary 
of Hohenzollern, of the family of the 
Kaiser. His sister is the wife of Prince Charles 
of Hohenzollern, the Kaiser’s kinsman who lives 
in Berlin not far from the royal palace and who 
is helping the Germans in their military plans 
to control Belgium. King Albert’s most intimate 
friends have been the German Crown Prince and 
his brothers. One of them, it is understood, has 
been appointed Governor of the city of Brussels. 
The King is with his soldiers in the field, after 
having made a defiant reply to the Kaiser’s de- 
mand to give the Germans free passage through 
the country. 

The royal palace at Laeken, near Brussels, 
where Leopold II spent a large fortune on the 
gardens alone, has been turned over to the Red 
Cross and the Queen has been enrolled herself 
in the Red Cross. She is a regularly graduated 
nurse and holds a doctor’s certificate, having 
been an assistant in her father’s medical labora- 
tory in Bavaria, and she has been visiting the 
wounded soldiers brought to the hospitals of 
Brussels. The Government, however, has consid- 
ered it unsafe for her to remain at the capital 
and she, with, her two sons and little daughter, 
has taken refuge in the fortress at Antwerp. 

King Albert is 89 years old and Queen Eliza- 
beth a year younger. Many Americans have met 
the King. Sixteen years ago he was in America 
for a visit of several months which extended over 
the whole country. He had digner in Washing- 
ton with President and Mrs. McKinley, went to

Foreign Affairs, has been four years in his 

present office. The United States remembers 
that it was to him as the representative of the 
Czar that the American Ambassador to Russia, 
Curtis Guild, delivered the formal declaration from 
President Taft, Dec. 18, 1911, that the treaty of 
1832 between the United States and Russia would 
be abrogated by the United States on Jan. 1, 1913, 
as a protest against the passport regulations in 
Russia against American Jews. Sazonoff is be- 
lieved to be friendly to a settlement of the ques- 
tion according to the desires of Washington, but 
bis influence is not sufficiently strong with the 
Russian bureaucracy to accomplish it. 

He is a brother-in-law of Russia’s former 
Prime Minister, Stolypin, a despotic servant of 
the imperial despot, who came to his end by as- 
assination. Sazonoff is not a man of the Stolypin 
type, but he is of the same caste and his political 
creed is in reality the same. 

He has been diplomatic secretary in London 
and in Rome. During the four years in which 
he has been Minister for Foreign Affairs he has 
been in Berlin to pay his respects to the Kaiser 
and by cordiality of manner to delay the war

tertain him wherever he went and occasionally 
it interfered with the engineering and industrial 
studies he was making by the commands of his 
uncle, King Leopold II, in order to fit him for 
his later duties as King, so that he finally hid 
his identity under an assumed name. In New 
Orleans he was C. A. Harris. In St. Louis he 
stayed for three days at a hotel as “John Bangs 
of New York.” 

In 1909, a few months before he became King, 
he visited the Belgian Congo, where he has 
80,000,000 subjects and a territory which yields 
great revenues to his private purse as well as 
to the Belgian Government. The Belgian Congo 
is Leopold II's gift to the nation which elected 
to have his father come from Germany to rule 
over them. Its government has been full of 
dificult problems which Leopold Ire masterful 
mind ignored, having in view only its develop- 
ment to increase the wealth and importance of 
Belgium. But King Albert is carrying out re- 


forms in the Congo to add to the happiness of |: 


the natives. 

He and the Queen have been democratic, easily 
accessible to all classes of society, and they 
have become so popular that the Socialists who 
used to demand a republic for Belgium are sel- 
dom heard from. Their court is unusually simple 
and free from ostentation, while both the King 
amd Queen have tried to discountenance extrava- 
gant display in costume as well as extreme styles 
in dressigg. A few months ago, when the wife of 
a wealthy man appeared at a court ball attired 
in the transparent robes of the latest Parisian 
mode and with a jewellsd bracelet at her knee, 
she was quietiv requested by the Queen to go 
home 
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with Germany until Russia was ready to strike; 
he has visited the King of Italy, probably for the 
purpose of trying to alienate Italy from Ger- 
many’s support; he has been in London to confer 
with King George and Sir Edward Grey and to 
Paris to see President Poincare. The English 
visit is supposed to nave been for the purpose of 
obtaining Great Britain’s promise to give to 
Russia the realization of her dream of centuries 
in possessing free access to and fro through the 
Dardanelles at Constantinople, of course, in the 
event of a successful war with Germany. 

The French visit was avowedly for the purpose

of the Russian army as well as of the 

Russian navy, and it is understood that 
when war was declared he was ambitious to 
place himself at the head of the troops in the 
field. But he has been persuaded to delegate the 
supreme command of the army to his cousin, the 
Grand Duke Nicholas Nicholaivitch. The Czar 
would not be an inspiration to his soldiers, lack- 
ing the military appearance and the personality 
essential to an actual leader of men, 

The Grand Duke Nicholas, on the other hand, 
is a soldier in looks, one of the tallest men in 
the army, and the finest cavalry officer of the 
Empire, making a splendid appearance on 3 
horse; and a commander of long experience who 
was one of the chief officers of the Russo-Jap- 
anese War. His executive ability was first ap- 
parent when he acted as the head of the military 
commission in charge of the closing operations of 
the war and he has been able to cope successfully 
with revolution in Russia itself. 

He is the strong man of the imperial family 
and has at various times been spoken of as the 
probable regent if Russia should need a regent. 
The Czar’s life is in constant danger from the 
bombs of the nihilists and as his only son, the 
Grand Duke Alexis, is still a little boy and credit- 
ed with having an incurable disease which will 
make him permanently lame and may perhaps 
cut him off before he is grown, the Grand 
Duke Nicholas may some day become regent and 
even Czar. 

The nihtlists do not like this idea. He undoubt- 
edly would be a firm ruler and would show them

eighty-fourth birthday last week in the 

midst of the agitations and alarms of ter- 
rible war, must have known that his old age 
would be bereft of consolations, peace and har- 
mony, when he placed Count Leopold Berchtold 
in office as Prime Minister. Berchold was &p- 
pointed two years and a half ago when Prime 
Minister Aerhenthal lay dying and was chosen 
to carry out Aerhenthal’s plans for the ag- 
grandizement of Austria-Hungary in the Balkans. 

When Aeherenthal was Austrian Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg, Berchtold was his secretary. 
When Aerhenthal returned to Vienna to become 
Prime Minister in 1906, Berchold was promoted to 
his post as Ambassador. He and Countess Berch- 
told were great favorites with the Czar until 
it became the Ambassador's duty to hand to the 
Crar the autograph letter from Emperor Francis 
Joseph, informing Russia that Austria had taken 
possession of two Slav States, Bosnia and Herse- 
govina, over which, since 1878, she had a protec- 
torate for Turkey. 

The Slavs of the Balkans implored Russia to 
force Austria to give up her capture but it meant 
war with Austria, with Germany backing up 
her ally and Russia was not then ready for war. 

Count and Countess Berchtold found St. Peters- 
burg not very agreeable as a place of residence 
after that and the Ambassador soon after re- 
signed and returned to his own country. When 
Aerhenthal died suddenly, Berchtold was free to 
succeed him and carry out his plans. They have 
had the full approval of the Emperor Francis 
Joseph, and they must inevitably have included 
plans for the war which is engulfing Europe. 
Berchtold in using the murder of the Austrian 
Archduke Francis Ferdinand, the heir to the 
throne, and his wife, the Duchess of Hohenberg. 
in Bosnia, as the basis for declaring war against 
Servia a few weeks ago, knew very well What 
wag likely to follow throughout Europe. All of 
Austria's preparations prove that she was ready 
for such a contingency. 


Favorite in Enemy's Capitals. 
Com BERCHTOLD is, personally, one of 


1 Emperor Francis Joseph, who spent his 
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the most delightful men in Europe and in 

times of peace had a host of friends in 
London and Paris, as well as in St. Petersburg, 
the capitals of Austria's enemies. He was in 
Paris for 18 months as secretary of Embassy 
and in London for four years. He speaks French 
and English with perfect ease and adapted him- 
self to his surroundings with graceful facility. 
Both he and the Countess Berchtold are Hun- 
garians and have the latent fascination of the 
race, far more charming in the aristocracy than 
the Austrian, as the Irish gentlefolk are more 
charming than the English. Countess Berchtold 
belongs to the celebrated Carolyi family, her 
father having been Austro-Hungarian Ambassa- 
dor in London when she was a young girl. 

Count Berchtold has a famous estate and castle 
in Moravia which he placed at the disposal of 
Baron von Aehrenthal for a secret meeting with 
the then Russian Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
Izvolsky, some years ago. Aerhenthal declared 
that the Russian Minister, speaking for the Czar 
at this time, promised to allow Austria to have 
Bosnia and Herzegovina if she wanted te seize 
them along about 1908. 

Izvolsky, after the seizure, made statements te 
qualify this promise and European diplomacy 
understands that the agreement was tha 
was to be allowed to seize Bosnia 
sovina-—ostensibly from Turkey—if R sia should 
be allowed to seize at the same time 
port of Constantinople, which she has desired for 
200 years. It seems to have been a plot between 
thieves in which one, Austria, stole a march on 
the other and played the game alone.

no mercy. They have attempted to fore- 
stall such a contingency by blowing up 
the Grand Duke Nicholas. They have 
tried it more than once and a dozen or 
more of them have paid the penalty 
upon the scaffold. 

Open Enemy of Germany. 

Grand Duke Nicholas is tie leader in 

the imperial family of the anti-German 
faction and he has strenuously opposed 
these visits of state which have of re- 
cent years taken place between the 
Czar and the Kaiser, preferring to come 
out openly as the latter’s enemy. But 
Grand Duke Nicholas might any place 
be taken for a German, with his blonde 
hair and blue eyes. They are an in- 
heritance from his mother, who was 
Duchess of Oldenburg from the family 
which gave a wife to the Kaiser’s son, 
Prince Eitel; and an inheritance from 
his German grandmother. She was 
Princess Charlotte, the sister of Fred- 
erick William III, King of Prussia and 
great-grandfather of Kaiser William II. 
Princess Charlotte became Czarina of 
Russia by her marriage to Czar Nich- 
olas I and her son was father of Grand 
Duke Nicholas. 
The Czar Nicholas I was so friendly 
to Prussia, on account of his wife, that 
the Prussian Government consulted him 
about all important matters of foreign 
policy. Grand Duke Nicholas, who will 
try to crush the German army in battle, 
is likewise influenced by his wife, whom 
he married as a middle-aged man, after 
a long-drawn out romance and who was 
the Princess Anastasia, daughter of old 
King Nicholas of Montenegro. 

Like her younger sister, the Queen 
of Italy and the elder sister, who would 
be Queen of Servia today if she were 
alive, as well as the third sister, who 
is the wife of the Grand Duke Peter of 
Russia, the brother of Grand Duke 
Nicholas—Princess Anastasia is beauti- 
fui and intelligent as well as fascinating. 
She was brought up in Russia by the 
Czar’s mother and made an early mar- 
riage with George Romanofski. It was 
not a happy marriage and the two were 
divorced in 1906. Princess Anastasia 
married Grand Duke Nicholas the fol- 
lowing year at Yalta in the Crimea. 
It created astonishment because he was 
supposed to be already morganatically 
married to a handsome, rich young 
widow of Moscow. The story came out 
later that he had always been in lovs 
with Princess Anastasia and was only 
waiting for her to become free from 
her first husband. 

A Soldier de Luxe. 

She has accompanied him to the 
military maneuvers of the Russian 
army upon several occasions. Two 
years ago, when Grand Duke Nich- 
Olas went to France to witness the 
maneuvers of the French army, his 
wife went with him. They had a spe- 
cial train fitted up with bathrooms, 
spacious rooms for eating, sleeping 
and receiving their friends as well 
as accommodation for a large retinue 
of servants. The Grand Duke made 
his military headquarters on the 
train, a special track being laid so 
that he could see the field of battle 
in the maneuvers from his luxurious 
drawing room car. 

It is not.likely that he will burden 
himself with such a display in the 
present war. He is recognized as a 
great soldier and an able campaigner, 
and his wife is passionately patriotic 
for the success of the Russian arms 
and the triumph of the cause of the 
Slavs. 

The Russian imperial family is giv- 
ing all of its available Grand Dukes 
to the war. The Czar’s cousins, Grand 
Duke Cyril, Grand Duke Boris, Grand 
Duke Andrew and Grand Duke Dimitri, 
have gone to the front, as well as 
Prince John, the husband of Princess 
Helen of Servia. The Czar‘s only 
brother, the Grand Duke Michael, 


whose morganatic marriage has made 
him an exile from his country, has 
left London for St. Petersburg, to of- 
fer his services to the army.

PROCEEDINGS. TO 
HUST SWIFT & dh 


Assistant Attorney-General Says 
Dairy and Poultry Business 
Is Conducted Illegally. 


JEFFERSON CITY; Aug. 22.-—Lee B. 
Ewing, Assistant Attorney-General, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today he had 
secured ample evidence against Swift & 
Co. to maintain an ouster proceeding 
in the Supreme Court, and to oust the 
company from the State for violation of 
the anti-trust law in the conduct of 
their dairy and poultry business. 

Ewing represented the Attorney-Gen- 
eral’s office in the investigation of 
Swift & Co. by Judge Nat M. Sheldon, 
special examiner, appointed by the Su- 
preme Court, to conduct the hearings. 

Ewing said ouster proceedings would 
be filed by Attorney-General Barker im- 
mediately upon his return from a Chau- 
tauqua lecture tour early next week. 

Sliding Scale of Prices. 

The favorite method used by Swift & 
Co. to stifle competition, according to 
Ewing, is a sliding scale of prices, so 
adjusted that in territory where they 
had competition they bought milk from 
farmers at prices in excess of their quo- 
tations, and frequently at an actual 
logs, while the prices paid in territory 
where no competition existed were re 
duced to a minimum. 

Independent dairy companies at Mon- 
roe City, Pollock, Wimer, Kirksville, 
Milan and many other towns, Ewing 
said, had been driven from business by 
the methods Swift & Co. used to get 
business. 

“The managers of Swift’s individual 
plants and also the general manager, 
admitted there had been correspondence 
and communications fixing prices at 
competitive points,” Ewing said, “but 
none of them could produce any of the 
communications. They explained that 
the communications probably had been 
verbal or by telegram, and the telegrams 
had been destroyed. 


All Grades One Price. 
It also developed that a method of 


getting business was by making no dis- 
tinction between different grades of 
cream. They pay the same price per 
pound for butter fat whether the cream 
be sweet and fresh or old. 

“It was further developed,” Ewing 
declared, that when the anti-discrimi- 
‘nation act was passed, Swift & Co. made 
no change in their methods and the 
managers of their creameries never con- 
sulted the company’s legal department 
about it at all.“

Struck Upon the Head With 

A Broomstick. 

The police have requested the Coro- 
ner to investigate the death of Harry 
Hagerman, 8-year-old son of Willlam 
and Elizabeth Hagerman of 5638 Roose- 
velt place, which occurred Thursday. 
According to Dr. R. I. Rigler of 4158 
North Newstead avenue, the death was 
the result of an abscess which de- 
veloped near the base of the skull 
about a month ago. 

Policemen, upon learning of the boy’s 
death, recalled that in the latter part 
of May he was struck on the back of 
the head with a broomstick in the 
hands of William Gellhausen, 11 years 
old, of 5649 Roosevelt place. The blow 
was accidental and no action was taken 
against William.

ests Bars Many Tourists From 


Yellowstone Park. 
DENVER, Colo., Aug. 22.—Inspired, it 
is charged, by a desire to intimidate 
Eastern bankers who have undertaken 
reorganization of the Western Pacific, 
the Harriman interests have declared 
war on the Gould lines in the West. The 
firat attack is revealed in an order from 
the traffic department of the Union Pa- 
cific closing the Salt Lake and Ogden 
gateways after Oct. 1 to all passenger 
traffic from Eastern and Southern points 
originating on the Denver & Rio Grande 
or other Gould roads. 

The loss in revenue to the Gould sys- 
tem by thig ruling will amount to up- 
ward of $2,000,000 a year and is expected 
to precipitate a railroad war unprece- 
dented in the West. 

The first object of the order, it is de- 
clared by railway men, is to prevent ex- 
tensions by the Western Pacific into ter- 
ritory claimed as exclusive Union Pa- 
cifle property. The effect of the order 
will be to bar tourists to Yellowstone 
Park and the Northwest from Colorado, 
forcing them to go via St. Paul or it 
will mean that tourists from Texas, 
Colorado points or points east of here, if 
they insist on seeing the mountain scen-

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—The ex- 
press companies, laboring under the 
competition of the parcel post, are 
likely, it is said, to be forced into 
_eonsolidations or out of business al- 
togcther by the European war. Un- 
less it terminates much sooner than 
is expected, the campanies stand to 
lost much business through the dimi- 
nution of the volume of foreign goods, 
of which they haul immense quanti- 
ties from wholesale to retail houses.

and a “yes” and “no” after each. The 
questions are as follows: 

1. For a change in the method of 
nominating and electing members of 
the Board of Education. 

2. For appointment by the Mayor. 

3. For election of a nonpartisan 

Ballot with nomination by petition. 

The need for a change, the pamphlet 

_ s@ys, grows out of the change in the 
political system in nominating by direct 
primaries instead of by party conven- 
tions, leaving the members of the Board 
of Education as the only public efficers 
in St. Louis still nominated under the 
old party convention system. 

Since the adoption of the direct pri- 
maries for other public offices, it has 
been necessary to have a special con- 
vention for making the School Board 
nominations. It has been found, the 
pamphlet states, that the city com- 
mittees directly control the convention 
and the result is that friends of the 
committeemen and men seeking their 
favor for a selfish purpose are nomi- 
nated. 

It has been found that in other cities 
there is sharp difference of opinion be- 
tween elected and appointed boards. 
A summary of the arguments for and 
against appointment by the Mayor and 
for and against elections by the peo- 

ple is presented.

The new rose pink Illy is an exception- 
ally fine lily. The leaves are large, 
bronze-green in color; while the flowers 
measure 12 inches in diameter and grow 
high out of the water. The new lilies 
have not been christened as yet. Dr. 
George T. Moore, the director of the 
garden, is planning to make this one 
of the events of the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of the garden as a city institu- 
tion, when all the wise botanical men 
from the four corners of the earth will 
be gathered in St. Louis. 

The Missouri Botanical Garden anc 
Tower Grove Park have long since be- 
come known as the “Home of the Water 
Lilles.“ The lily ponds of these two 
places have produced the most exquisite 
water lilies in the world. Through the 
work of the scientific and plant propa 
gation departments of the garden and 
park, the water lilies have reached their 
present state of perfection. James Gur- 
ney, the gardener emeritus of Shaw’s 
Garden, and the superintendent of Tower 
Grove Park, is recognized the world 
over as the authority on water lily cul- 
ture. He has made a careful study of 
the plants. 

The water lilies are now at their 
best. Those who would enjoy the full! 
beauty of these water nymphs, must 
need be early risers, as most of them 
are night bloomers, and are shy of the 
attention of the sun, closing their shut- 
ters over their golden hearts to protect 
them from his too-ardent wooing. 

The small pools are arranged with the 
view of giving the amateur gardener an 
ea of how the charm of these water 
beauties may be secured in a small gar- 
den. 

One pool contains the hardy varieties, 
which are especially attractive in flower 
and foliage, and are easily grown.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 2-—That a 
German army corps had won a mas- 
nificent, bloody victory” near Metz, in 
Lorraine, yesterday was the word re- 
ceived today at the German Embassy 
here.

Soldisr Says German ‘Shot

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i Czar’s Great Force Threatens First Line of Kaiser's

the Russian army is now advancing along the entire Austro- 
German frontier and successfully maintaining the offensive at 


every point of contact.

It is conceded that this plan of Rus- 
sian offense might be disorganized by 
a vigorous counter-offensive by Aus- 
tria against Poland.

BERLIN GETS ONLY SVN 
WORDS ON BRUSSEL'S FALL 


Surpass 


Military Dispatches From the Front to Germany 
in Brevity Those Credited to 
Marshal von Moltke. 


BERLIN, via Copenhagen and London, 
Aug. 22.—Military authorities are con- 
tenting themselves with a brevity of an- 
nouncement surpassing that said to have 
been employed by the late Field Marshal 
Von Moltke. For instance, a laconic dis- 
patch of seven words announcing the 
entry of the Germans into Brussels is 
the only news regarding the occupation 
of the Belgian capital yet published 
here. 

The Berlin papers express admiration 
for the swiftness of the German ad- 
vance, but make no comment on the 
German tactica. They occupy them- 
selves almost solely with the corre- 
spondence between Prince Henry of 
Prussia, King George and Emperor W- 
ham, which was exchanged just before 
war was declared and was published 
forthe first time yesterday. 


Two French Guns Brought In. 
The papers are unanimous in the opin- 


fon that these documents with the dis- 
patches exchanged by the Emperor of 
Russia and the German Emperor prove 
completely that Germany, until the last 
moment, sought her utmost to maintain 
peace with Russia and France. 
Germany, it is declared, desired to 
prevent war with France and sought 
only a guarantee of French neutrality. 
England, however, refused to help in 
obtaining such guarantee and therefore 
it is reasoned, England in the firat place 
was the cause of the war between 
France and Germany. 
The commander of Alsace-Lorraine, 
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declaring that traitors have tried to use 
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the telephone lines, has issued orders 
that any persons found making improper 
use of the telephones shal] be shot im- 
mediately. Two more French guns have 
been brought to Strassburg. 

Treatment of Americans. 

Ambassador James W. Gerald pub- 
lishes in a newspaper a denial of re- 
ports that Americans have been il 
treated in Germany. He states that 
some were arrested during the first days 
of the war, but adds that such mishaps 
are almost unavoidable during big wars 
and that in all cases those arrested were 
speedily liberated.

SERVIANS VICTORS 
IN 4-DAY BATTLE 
WITH AUSTRIANS 


Forty Guns Reported Taken and 
Austrian Loss Is Placed at 
20,000 in Three Days. 


By Associated Press. 

NISH, Servia, 
lowing announcement concerning the 
victory of the Servian troops over 
the Austrians was made here today: 

“The Servian army has gained a 
great victory at Mount Pzer and the 
River Zadar. The enemy retired 
along the whole front. 

“Our troops pursued them vigor- 
ously. The enemy suffered enormous 
loss; the booty was very great. 

“Yesterday the Servians continued 
pursuing the Austrians’ left wing to- 
ward the Drina and captured two 
more cannon. The Austrian attacks 
on the Servians’ left wing were re- 
pulsed, the enemy retiring pursued 
by a strong Servian artillery fire. On 
the northern front there is only a 
feeble bombardment of Belgrade. 

“The Servian artillery has de- 
stroyed three Austrian steamers and 
three barges near Stara.” 


Austrians Said to Have Lost 20,000 
Men in Three Days. 

LONDON, Aug. 22.—A dispatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram Co. from St. Peters- 
burg, sent under today’s date, says: 

“After a brilliant Servian victory at 
Matschwa the Austrians fled toward 
the bridges of the Drina, pursued by the 
Servians, who captured rich booty and 
a large number of prisoners, including 
officers. They took # guns, most of 
them howitzers, horses, ammunition 
and field hospital military kitchens, 
which were abandoned by the Austrians 
in their flight.” 

Official sources confirm the reports 
that the Austrians lost 2,000 men in the 
three days’ fighting on the River Drina.

- PARIS, Aug. 23.

Archbishop Glennon Arrives on 
Campania, Which Passed 20 
Submarines in Irish Channel. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 232.—The White 
Star liner Baltic arrived today fram 
Liverpool and Queenstown with 21320 
passengers and nearly 6000 sacks of 
mail The passengers included more 
than 1500 American refugees from 
the war zone, who managed to reach 
either Queenstown or Liverpool from 
the Continent after suffering many 
hardships, 

Several hundred of the 1100 pas- 
sengers in the steerage were Ameri- 
cans who had been unable to get ac- 
commodations in the first and second 
cabins, There were many complaints 
among them of crowded quarters and 
of inconveniences in consequence, 

Among the passengers was Miss 
Florance Ralph of Buffalo who at 
the outbreak of the hostilities was 
studying music in Berlin. She told 
an interesting story of her escape 
from the Continent. She heard the 
Emperor deliver the speeoh in which 
he said his sword had been forced 
into his hands by his enemies. 

As he said it, Miss Ralph declared, 
he patted the hilt of a heavy saber 
that was hanging at his side and 
tears came into his eyes. The Ger- 
mans cheered the Emperor’s speech 
until he told them to go to the 
churches and pray. The crowd then 
became solemn. 

Patriotic Songs Forbidden. 

“The day before I left Berlin the au- 
thorities issued strict orders,’’ she said, 
“that no parades of citizens should be 
allowed and that any persen found sing- 
ing patriotic songs would be immediately 
arrested. The idea was, I understood, 
that the Government wanted to impress 
upon the people that it was a time to be 
solemn and not to be overconfident.’ 

Samuel Untermyer, the lawyer, ex- 
pressed regret that the steamer officials 
had not given better acoommodations to 
American women, who were forced to 
take passage in the steerage. Women 
beautifully gowned, he said, sat at 
cable sandwiched among several hun- 
dred foreigns of the kind usually 
found in steamship steerage, whe were 
eating with their fingers. 

In the steerage were 15 Americans who 
had been arrested in Germany and Rus- 
sia as spies, but who were released im- 
mediately upon proving their citizen- 
ship. 

Dr. B. Pollock of San Antonio, Tex., 
was among the steerage passengers. He 
was in Liege Aug. 1 and 1 and said 
the streets were full of wounded men. 
Many of them were sitting with their 
backs against the sides of the houses, 
nursing their wounds. He said there 
seemed to be few doctors in the town. 
He himself dressed the wounds of sev- 
eral men. 

Lost Her Baggage. 

Miss A. Nelson of Brooklyn, a steer- 
age passenger, e from Berlin to Liege 
in a freight car. She lost all her bag- 
gage, jewelry and money during the 
trip. When she left Berlin, she said, the 
baggage of refugees was heaped up in 
front of the railroad station in piles 60 
feet high. 

Dr. S. W. Morris of Tacoma, Wash., 
another steerage passenger, arrived in 
New York with $1.80 and the clethes he 
had on. A friend met him at the pier 
with a large roll of bills, which the doc- 
tor asked for by wireless when the Bal- 
tic wag off Fire Island this morning. 

The Baltic was convoyed by the cruts- 
er Essex from the middle of the At- 
lantic to a short distance outside the 
three-mile Umit. Passengers said the 
officers of the Baltic told them the Des- 
sex was traveling 80 miles in advance.

German and Austrian Patents

LONDON, Aug. 2.—The Board of 
Trade, as a move in the commercial 
campaign against Germany and Austria, 
has arranged for the suspension of Ger- 
man and Austrian patents in England 
wherever manufacturers want to make 
use of them in the public interest. The 
drug manufacturers are preparing to 
capture the great trade which German 
chemical concerns have enjoyed in 
England. 

All England chambers of commerce 
have been urged to interest manufac- 
turers in cornering German business. 

The Treasury has announced that the 
Government will not permit British 
firms to deal with German and Austrian 
firms in hostile territory and that a 
contracts entered into before the war 
with firms in hostile territory cannot be 
tarried out during the war.

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Correspondent Describes Des- 
perate Resistance of Belgians, 
Outnumbered 10 to 1.

OSTEND, Belgium, Aug. 
the heroic defense of Diest and Tirle- 
mont, described in my message from 


Belgium Wednesday, it was the turn 
of Louvain and of Aerschot to try with 
handfuls of troops to keep the invad- 
ers at bay, while the main Belgian army 
reformed its position. 

The battle ef Tuesday before Tirle- 
mont went on until 10 o’clock at night, 
and even after that, during the few 
hours before daybreak, rifles snapped 
out notice that there was no sleep in 


darkness, the Belgian general staff and 
army was silently moving to its new 
position. To have fought where it was 
at that moment, considering all the con- 
ditions of the allies, would have been 
to risk very heavy loss and perhaps de- 
feat. 
Men From Liege in Trenches, 

It was, however, not as a military ex- 
pert that I started to write this, but to 
follow the fortunes of the rear guard 
which the Belgians left behind them to 
harass the oncoming Germans. 

Dawn Wednesday saw the Germans 
hotly attacking the trenches that had 
been filled up during the night with 
fresh men. Part of them were of the 
famous Liege field force, that had deci- 
mated the Germans approaching the 
trenches before the Liege forts. 

They begged to be sent back to Liege 
to meet the enemy again at that place. 
This could not be done, but they had 
their opportunity now, a desperate one, 
it is true, for each of these men knew 
he was marked down to be sacrificed, 
if necessary, in the interest of the gen- 
eral plans of defense. i 

Two German aeroplanes, flying auda- 
ciously low, swept over the _ trenches 
to see how they were held. Then, Al- 
most immediately afterward, German 
artillery got the range of the trenches, 
and commenced bursting shrapnel over 
the The infantry machine guns were 
quickly at work, and the little band of 
defenders settled down to keep the 
enemy’s masses of troops at bay as long 
as possible. 

Violent Attack at Aerschot. 
By 6 o’clock the attack was general 
along the whole line, but particularly 
violent in front of Aerschot. It was a 
pitiless, determined onslaught, in which 
the German commanders showed the 
same disregard for the lives of their 
men as elsewhere. Two heroic regi- 
ments from Liege bore the brunt of 
the attack in a position northeast of 
the town. 
They were outnumbered 10 to one, but 
stuck to their position with the cour- 
age of desperation and inflicted terrible 
losses on the Germans. Their own 
losses were terrible. These trenches 
were bought and held with blood. 
At 7:15 the order to retreat was given. 
By 10 o’clock the Germans were in 
Louvain. They had brought their in- 
fantry and machine guns up by motor 
cars, moving quickly. 
As the defenders’ cavalry and civil 
guard had already been disbanded, 
there remained only the rear guard in 
the town, with the mission to harass 
the enemy as long as possible. It was 
the same story as at Diest, Tirlemont 
and Aerschot—a brief, heroic resistance, 
followed by an inevitable envelopment 
by the vast forces the Germans were 
pushing forward. 
Desperate combats ensued at Cor- 
beckloo and Levenjout, and an honor- 
able retreat sounded once more.

— Henry 
Aaron Mathes, the American newspaper 
artist, who has been making a tour of 
Europe and who was arrested about 
ten days ago wy the British authorities 
at Sunderla:.d, at which place he was 
making sketches of some docks, has been 
released from custody. 

‘When arrested Mathes was charged 
with being a spy in the employ of the 
German Government. A brother, Isa- 
dore Mathes, living in St. Louis, got in 
touch with the State Department 
through Senator Stone of Missouri and 
Ambassador Paze at London was re- 
quested to look into the case. Mathes 
was tried by a general court martia) 
and his release ordered, there being no 
evidence to substantiate the charge of 
his being a spy. He is at present at 
18 Randolph street, Sunderland, En- 
gland. 


Isadore Mathes of 5380 Maple avenue 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter last night 
that his brother had been abroad col- 
lecting some accounts, and probably 
making sketches for his own pleasure 
and as souvenirs of the war, not know- 
ing he was violating the law. He said 
he heard from his brother last on July 
10. The State Department, he said, had 
premised to intercede for the brother.

The procession formed in the chapel of 
the Blessed Sacrament, where, for hours, 
the body of Pius X lay in state. The 
catalfalque was surmounted by the triple 
crown, and the body of the Pope was 
clad‘ in the pontifical robes, and sur- 
rounded by the emblems of his sacred 
effice. During the course of the day 
many thousands of persons passed by 
the bier.

PIUS X. PRAISED 
AS POPE OF PEACE 


Apostolic Delegate to United 
States Officially Notifies 
Hierarchy of Pontiff s Death. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22. — The 
Apostolic Delegate to the United 
States, Monsignor Bonzano, has. ad- 
dressed the following letter to the 
Catholic hierarchy of the country, 
giving the official announcement of 
the death of Pope Pius X: 

“Washington, D. C., Aug. 28%, 1914. 

“Your Lordship: It is with deepest 
sorrow that I communicate to you 
the sad news of the death of our 
glorious Pontiff, Pius X I am sure 
the sorrow we feel is shared by all 
the clergy and faithful of the United 
States. 

“Pius X reigned only 11 years, but 
the works that he accomplished in 
this short time clearly show it was 
Divine Providence that placed in his 
hands the government of the uni- 
versal church, 


Deeds of Pius X. 


“His condemnation of the modern 
methods of attacking the Catholie 
faith, his defence of the rights of 
the church against the mighty ones 
of the earth, his regulations con- 
cerning sacred music and the recital 
of the divine office, the re-organiza- 
tion ef the Roman curia and the 
undertaking of the codification of 
Canon law, the reform of eoclesias- 
tical and finally the decree regard- 
ing frequent communion and the 
communion of children, are deeds 
that testify to the eminence of his 
zeal and the nobility of his virtue. 
These glorious achievements will as- 
sure him his place among the most | 
glorious Pontiffs of the Church of 
Christ. 


“What adds to his glory is the 
fact that while he was engaged in 
these laborious works he ever pre- 
served his calmness and serenity in 
spite of the severe trials that af- 
filcted him in so many ways. His 
paternal love for all nations, es- 
pecially for America, is known to all. 
Prayed Constantly fer Peace. 

“His constant prayer was to see 
all nations at peace, and it was grief 
oer the sorrows that war inflicted 
upon his children that brought him 
to his grave. While, then, Pius X 
will be known as the Pope of the 
People and the Pope of the Blessed 
Eucharist, future generations will 
proclaim him also Pope of Peace. 

“As in grief and sorrow we bow 
over the grave of this glorious Pon- 
tif, let us pay him the worthy 
homage of our esteem and love by 
praying for the repose of his beauti- 
ful soul. Let us also pray for the 
speedy accomplishment of his dying 
wish—the end of war, and peace 
among all nations. Finally let us 
not forget to pray that God may give 
His Church as man, according to His 
heart, a worthy successor to our be- 
loved Pius X. 

“With sentiments of highest es- 
teem and profound respect, I beg to 
remain.

BRYAN CAUTIONS 
DIPLOMATS ACTING 
FOR BELLIGERENTS 


U. 8. Representatives Told to 
Make Sure That American 
Neutrality Is Observed. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Secretary 
Bryan issued instructions today to dip- 
lomatic and censular officers of the 


United States who have been intrusted 
with the interests of the nations at 
war. 

Few realize the delicate position of 
this office, the duties suddenly thrust 
upon them and the consequent amount 
of labor they are compelled to perform. 

United States diplomatic and consular 
officers today are serving the interests 
of Germany, France, Belgium, Russia, 
Great Britain and Austria. By tomor- 
row or Monday she will be acting for 
Japan. In France Ambassador Herrick 
and the American consular officers are 
caring for the interests of Germany and 
Austria. 


„ Told to Observe Neutrality. 

In the instructions sent out by Sec- 
retary Bryan the American represent- 
atives were cautioned not to overstep 
the straight line of their duties, for fear 
it would make the neutrality of the 
United States appear partial. The in- 
structions said in part: 

“Bear in mind the general usages of 
nations in relation to the functions ex- 
ercised by you upon such occasions. 

“The care and protection of the in- 
terests of the nations for whom you are 
acting is based on the consent of both 
foreign governments concerned. This 
consent may be withdrawn at any time 
by either or both. 

“Bear in mind you are the represen- 
tative of a neutral power whose atti- 
tude toward the parties to the conflict 
is one of impartial amity.” 

An explanation by State Department 
officials of the instructions showed that 
in the main the representatives of the 
United States acting for the belliger- 
ents are a vehicle of communication 


tives of the nations for whom they are 
acting. 

In this connection the instructions 
state that before seeking recourse to 
the raising of the American flag over 
the embassy, legation or consulate of 
the nations for whom they are acting 
as a means of protecting them, strong 
representations should be made to the 
Government in whose territory the 
rroperty may be, and that necessity may 
be avoided. 

Must Investigate Complaints. 
In the case of citizens of countries 
for whom American representatives are 
acting, their instructions are to afford 
the same protection to them that they 
do to Americans, but to make exhaus- 
tive investigations of complaints before 
making representations of any kind. 
The Amoerican representatives have 
been admonished not to act in a diplo- 
matic capacity for any of the nations. 
Bo far there has been nothing but 
praise for the conduct of the American 
representatives abroad.

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JAPAN TS SEEKING 
REVENGE, ASSERTS 
FORMER DIPLOMAT 


LONDON, Aug. 2. From my fairly 
intimate knowledge of the Japanese, I 
felt certain that as soon as war broke 
out they would join in driving the Ger- 
mans out of Kiauchau,” said Sir Valen- 
tine Chirol, former director of the for- 
eign department of the Times, in a state- 
ment on the situation tonight. 

Sir Valentine was in the diplomatic 
service for a long time and has traveled 
extensively. He has written much on 
the Far Eastern question and is looked 
upon as an authority whose words can 
carry weight in all the chancelories of 
Europe. ' 

“The Japanese,” he continued, proba- 
bly would have done it even if there 
had been ne Anglo-Japanese treaty and, 
even if the Japanese Government had 
tried to hold back, popular feeling would 
have insisted. The share which Ger- 
many took with Russia and France in 
compelling the Japanese to evacuate 
Port Arthur in 18%, after their victo- 
ries over China, never has been forgot- 
ten or forgiven. 

Feeling Against Germany. 

“I was in Japan then and in the ceurse 
of a conversation with Prince Ito, that 
great statesman, usually so reticent and 
reserved, brought his fist down on the 
table and exclaimed: ‘Germany we never 
shall forgive! Russia looks upon us ag 
a future rival in the Far East. 

France is, of course, her ally and 
has important possessions and ancient 
interests in Eastern Asia. We can un- 
derstand their action. But for Germany, 
who always professed such genuine 
friendship and has no special interests 
in these regions, to join hands with them 
and stab us in the back—her intervention

Japanese to renounce possession of 
Liao-Tung Peninsula as new proof of 
sincere friendship. 

“The bitter irony with which Ja- 
pan, after 19 years, now turns the 
tables upon Germany speaks for it 
self. 

“Japan has given a definite under- 
standing not only that the sovereign 
rights of China over the territory 
leased by her to Germany shall not 
be curtailed, but that the territory 
itself shall eventually be restored to 
her. Thanks also to the Anglo-Jap- 
ane alliance, Japan is ready to 
confine her operations to a limited 
area within the China seas. Count 
Okuma has pledged Japan to take 
no action which could give third 
parties uneasiness. 

Japan Remembers the Past. 

“All Japan wants is to eliminate 
from China the root of German in- 
fluence, and I am perfectly well aware 
that any action which would estrange 
public opinion in the United States 
or the Dominions is incompatible 
with the Anglo-Japanese alliance, 
which was specially revised only 
three years ago to exclude such pos- 
sibilities, and positive assurances 
have been given all neutral powers 
having possession in the Far East.

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HOW TOFIND OUT A 
HEN'S EGG LAYING 
VALUE IN ADVANCE 


Trapnest and Proved Rules Will 
Point to Bird That 
Fills Basket. 


— — — ] 


It surely is most desirable to be able 
to tell in advance of actual perform- 
ance whether a hen is a superior layer 
or, indeed, whether she is a layer at all, 
for some hens never lay. I do not be- 
lieve the laying qualities of an individ- 
ual hen can be told in advance with 
absolute accuracy, but something can be 
told about it. 

After a hen begins to day, if the flock 
is not large, the owner knows in gen- 
eral way what hens are doing the most 
laying. If he has only a few birds as 
often knows which hen laid every egg 
he gathers. No two hens lay eggs just 
alike, while a given hen always lass 
after a set pattern. 

The only accurate available test of a 
hen’s laying performance, for most of 
us, is the use of a trap nest. This tells 
the story absolutely, and this is most 
valuable information to the careful 
breeder, because it enables him to dis- 
card the drones, the star boarders, and 
enables him also to breed from the best 
layers. It also enables him to deter- 
mine the eggs laid by the choicest pure 
breed hens. It enables a breeder, if he 
so desires, to pedigree his birds. 

Rut there are some general rules by 
which one may make :nore than a guess 
tive, alert hens are the best layers. Tie 
pacity. As a general rule the most ac- 
tive. alera hens are the best layers. The 
hen that sings, that is a good forager, 
that is on the hunt constantly for food 
is pretty apt to do more than her share 
in filling the egg basket. The small er 
medium-sized hens are almost certain 
to be better layers than the oversized 
hens. If you want to pick the layers, 
look for females with the longer bodies, 
also hens that have bright, bold eyes, 
with combs somewhat above the average 
in size. 

There are, of course, precise rules for 
feeding the iayers in advance. There 
are certain “systems” for doing this. 
Some look on them as fakes. I do not. 
Some of these systems have been sold 
at good prices under a pledge of se- 
eroey. 

From England comes a story of a 
quite thorough test made by a Mr 
Rhodes, connected with an English 
azricultural college. He tested out 60 
hens over a considerable period of time. 
under set conditions, and constant su- 
pervision. 

Here are some things Mr. Rhodes 
found out. The medium-sized bird laid 
best. In shape the best layers were 
wide and deep behind, tapering some- 
what to the front, and set upon legs 
of medium length, fine in bone and set 
well apart. The length of body was 
medium to long, the neck long and fine, 
surmounted by a small, compact head 
v'th bright eyes and a comb medium in 
size, but not a beefy, coarse comb. The 
best layers showed rather ‘‘close in” 
feuthering, and not a great abundance 
of fluff. Large fan or spread tails did 
net seem to have any influence on ege 
production. 

One authority lays down the following 
modus operandi: ‘“‘Catch the bird, handle 
it. Run the hand along the breast bone. 
A long breast bone is never associated 
with a good layer, but indicates a table 
fowl. The keynote of success in elim- 
i1.ating good from bad layers is briefly 
trat the shorter the beast bone the bet- 
ter, providing it dips downward, an! 
dees not com? up like the keel of a 
beat.

Old Hens Should Be Sold 
to Save Room and Feed 


It's surely worth 


Breeding for Fancy as Well as 
Utility Purposes Only Ex- 
ceptions to the Rule. 


The advice to “swat the rooster’’ may 
well be applied to the hen, in a modi- 
fied degree. Hens that ure too old for 
usefulness should be disposed of. Oth- 
erwise they will do the proverbial, 
though not difficult, stunt of eating 
their heads off. 

If fowls are kept for utility. purposes 
it should be remembered that a hen will 
seldom be a heavy layer after her sec- 
ond year. There are exceptions to this 
rule. If one is breeding for fancy as 
well as utility purposes he should not 
discard a hen of exceptional quality 
after she is two years old. Indeed such 
a hen may well be kept as long as 
she will lay fertile eggs at all. 

A hen of rare individual quality that 
has great vigor, is a fine layer and 
especially if she has proved that she re. 
produces her quality in her progeny, 


should not be lightly disposed of. She 


may be valuable for five years or more. 
But this is not the rule. This is the 
season when hens at their best lay few 
eggs, fewer, often, than in the middle 
of winter. If you have hens you know 
are poor layers, hens that have out- 
lived their practical usefulness, they 
should be gotten rid of in order to save 
room and to save feed. 

Fatten them up as quickly as possible 
and put them on the market. Old hens 
do not bring a good price at this sea- 
son of the year, but it is more profit- 
able to sell them now than to get more 
for them in the winter after feeding 
them through a prolonged non-laying 
period. 


If you are breeding pure bred poul- 
try, and are particular about quality, 
cull the chicks closely as soon as the 
absence of quality is detected in a 
growing chick; after he is of frying 
size, fry him, boll him or sell him. 
The better chicks need the room.

Renewing Wing Feathers. 
Having cut the wing feathers of my 


hens, what can I do to make them 
grow back?—R. S., Dallas, Tex. 

A. Those same wing feathers will 
never grow out again. If you are, for 
some reason, in a hurry to have them 
grow pull out the wing feathers al- 
together and new feathers will soon be- 
gin to grow in their place. Or you can 
wait until the hens molt. The short 
feathers will molt like any others and 
a new crop of feathers will take their 
place. 


Meat Stops Feather Pulling. 

I have two young Pekin ducks that 
are continually pulling out the wings 
of the other ducks and eating them. 
They have one of the ducks so sore 
on the wing that it is bleeding. Can I 
cure them of the habit? In the morn- 
ing I feed rolled oats. During the day 
they are fed green stuff and in the 
evening mixed scratch feed.—J. K., St 
Louis. 

A. Meat is important for chickens. 
It is more important for growing 
chicks. By all means feed meat in 
some form. You can get meat meal 
from your poultry supply dealer. Ap- 
parently you are not feeding any meat. 
The feather pulling is due to an un- 
balanced or inadequate ration. This 
may stop the feather pulling. In some 
cases nothing will stop it. When a 
cure cannot be affected the offender 
should be removed from the flock, be- 
cause this bad habit is contagious. 


Throat Troubles. 

One of my chickens had something 
the matter with her throat. She would 
make a noise like a rooster crowing, 
but she got over it. The other day 
another one made the same noise for 
three days and then died. What are 
the causes and remedy?—H. R., St. 
Louis. 

A. I am not sure what the cause is. 
The difficulty may be due to any one 
of several causes. This is a case where 
the trouble is difficult to diagnose 


| 


without seeing it. It may be a cold. 
Pour just a little kerosene down the 
throat and put a little kerosene ‘n the 
drinking water. Or there may be some 
substance in the throat. I believe the 
difficulty is the first named. 


Turkeys on Small Lots. 

My turkeys are eight weeks oid. They 
become sick suddenly with a diarrhoea, 
one after another, dying in a couple 
of days. ‘heir Jropplags are yellow 
and watery. They have been fed soaked 
oread, chicken feed, boiled egg. I have 
given them a poultry powder. It does 
rot heal them.—Turkey Breeder, St. 
Louis 

As you are in St. Louis I assume you 
are raising the turkeys in small quar- 
ters, without range. It is difficult to 
rear turkeys successfully urder euch 
conditions. Have you been successful 
in other years? 11 have never known 
but one breeder who seemed to be suc- 
cessful year after year in raising tur- 
keys on a town lot. You are growing 
turkeys under quite artificial condi- 
tions and you are having the usual 
difficulty. Moreover, you are, I fear, 
coddling them too much in the matter 
cf feed. At that age I should feed 
bolled egg and the suaked bread very 
sparingly. Giye more grain, green 
stuff and meat in some form. But I 
fcar that the confined quarters are the 
chief cause of the difficulty. When 
they start to die under those conditions 
it is very difficult indeed to stop them. 
The disease is doubtless indigestion. 
and the cause is found, I am sure, in 
the environment primarily and to some 
extent, perhaps, in the system of feed- 
ing. 


U. S. Census Shows Vast Increase ta 
Value of Poultry Industry. 

In 1909, according to the United 
States Census, the total value of poul- 
try, including eggs, was 3488.68.84. 
This represents an increase of 47.9 per 
cent in 10 years. The number of eggs 
laid by the hens of the United States 
in 1909 is estimated at 1,591,311,371.

Apparently it is generally agreed 
that there would be nothing incon- 
Fruous in the Government’s makin 
more than its usual efforts to assis 
this great industry, even should such 
assistance require special legislation, 
as in the case of the shipping bill. 
Senator Hoke Smith’s bill, author‘z- 
ing the licensing of cotton ware- 
houses by the Government, has been 
favorably reported on by the Senate 
Agricultural Committee. It is claimed 
that it will enable farmers to hold 


next season. 

Senator Smith expects a reduction 
in the crop next season, largely be- 
cause of our inabality to import Ger- 
man phosphates, which are so largely 
used for fertilizers in this countr 
he thinks that\this reduction would 
justify the holding of cotton. Some 
attempt has been made to resume 
trading in bills of exchange on Ger- 
many, but trading is small and dif- 
ficult, The difficulty in the way of 
transmission of the bills of exchange 
alone is not slight: they are issued 
in triplicate and sent each over a dif- 
ferent route. 

Apparently the only ready solution 
of payment, even after the Govern- 
ment has arranged for shipping, will 
be for European buyers to establish 
credit on this side of the Atlantic, 

“Visible” Supply 356,000 Bales. 

It is reported that Japan is beginning 
to buy largely in the Southern markets 
principally in Texas, where it is sai 
that new cotton is selling for 9% to 10 
cents per pound. This buying is. by 
houses who have for some years been 
established in this country, and is, there- 
fore, not a new venture, except ‘insofar 
as quantity is concerned. While 2,000,- 
000 of bales was named as the quantity, 
it is not easy to understand that a buyer 
would come out into the open and avow 
such a need for cotton; the inclination 
is to go about it more quietly. 

Augusta quotes middling, new cotton, 
at 9%, but the movement in that terri- 
tory is very light. The visible supply of 
American cotton in the United States is 
less than 850,000 bales, with probably as 
much more held back, Invisible.“ Con- 
servative people are not inclined to be- 
lieve that Japan is in a position to in- 
crease her takings beyond a million 
bales, which would be twice the normal, 
at least, unless the cotton was bought 
as a purely speculative venture and to 
be stored for future use.

DEMAND FOR HIGH 
GRADES OF CATTLE 
S LIBERALLY MET 


Market in Better Beef Grades 
Shows Continued Stability 
With a New Top Price. 


Receipts at National Stockyards, 
This Last Year 
Week

The week s supply of cattle proved 
very generous and one of the most lib- 
eral week's runs of the year. There 
were more’ cattle on sale than there has 
been for some time. While the beef 
steer ag tion was generous at all 
stages of the week, the qu vality, with @ 
few exceptions, was nothing out of the 
ordinary, strictly fancy steers being in 
very small proportion to the run, There 
was a strong demand for good grade 
beeves and they got action early each 
day. The 1 in steers above $9.50 
has shown stability for the past several 
weeks and the past week was no excep- 
tion. These grades of steers were 
strong. Medium kinds, however, were 
punished and sold 250 lower, while 
common steers were off. A new 
year’s top of $10.40 was established, this 
price being the highest in almost two 
years. There * a good sprinkling of 
steers at $9. „18. 

Very few stot helfers were available 
for the buyers during the past week. 
The butcher aggregate, generally speak- 
ing, was liberal, but cows predominated 
and at no time was there a generous 
supply of heifers on sale. Had quality 
been good there might have been a dif- 
ferent story to tell of the week's mar- 
ket, as good heifers were Wanted, and 
sold steadily. Medium grades, however, 
were only wanted at discounts and. bulk 
of heifers upwards of $7 were 2@35c 
lower, while common heifers and par- 
ticularly those off grass moved at a 
general loss of BGO and in places were 
even lower than that. 

Canners in Keen Demand, 

The trade in cows, if the forepart of 
the week could have been eliminated 
was good. Medium cows were consid- 
erably lower early, but toward the close 
regained and closed no more than 100150 
off. Best cows were firm all during the 
week, as were also cutters. Canners 
were in keen demand with not near 
enough on sale and the result was a 250 
500 higher market. Bulls were 10@lic 
lower. Vealers opened steady, ut 
closed 25@50c lower, with a late top of 
$10.75. Stockers and feeders were in 
light demand and supply was excessive. 
The result was a 156250 lower market, 
best grades reflecting the least depm- 
ciation. 

Receipts in the quarantine division 
for the first two days of the week 
were generous, over 100 cars being on 
sale on Monday and Tuesday. Okla- 
homa furnished the bulk of steers. ‘The 
two days during the fore part of the 
week, the run proved too much for the 
demand, and a loss of BO developed. 
Much of this was attributable to the 
fact that order buyers did not offer 
norraal support. Toward the close of 
the week, the runs became lighter, and 
the market firmer, but practically none 
of the loss was regained. Canners, 
along with best cows and bulls, were 
generally 160250 lower. 

Hog Market Unsettled. 

The supply of hogs, while not extra 
large, was some better than last year, 
and several thousand head less than 
the number that arrived week before 
last. The market was still in a very 
unsettled condition, and advances and 
declines were frequent and good sized. 
The market was fairly active most of 
the week, but buyers were looking for 
a chance to knock the bottom out of it 
at all times, and it was only the mod- 
erate number offered for sale that kept 
them from doing it. 

The shippers and city butchers were 
fairly active most of the week, and 
it was they that gave the market its 
strength, and kept it from breaking 
badly. Best hogs sold at $9.25@9.60; fair 
to medium grades went at 8. 9.20; 
old rough packers at $8.25@8.65. here 
was plenty of them taken out and sold 
at these figures, as — were sort- 
ing their purchases rather closely. 

Lights and pigs that had plenty of 
quality were ready sellers all week, 
while others were hard to move at any- 
thing like satisfactory prices. Best 
lights went at $9.25@9.50; fair at 2 
9.10; dest pigs under 126 pounds, — 
8.75; fair at 77.5008. 15, and the poor 
kinds from 36.5007. 40, according to qual- 
ity. Some trashy stuff went for less 
than 36.50 

Sheep Prices Hold U —4 Well. 

A right good supply of sheep and 
lambs was receivec each day during the 
week and while there was no material 
change so far as sheep were concerned, 
in prices, the lambs suffered a loss of 
Oo on most all kinds. This decline 
was not in effect on Monday, but it was 
the rest ot the week.

WEEK'S FEATURE IN WHEAT. 


— 


Improved Export Outlook Causes a Wild Buying 
Movement—Corn Also Scores Fairly 
Wide Gain, 
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There was a rise of nearly 12 cents 
a tushel in local wheat prices last week, 
then a reaction of 3 to 5 cents followed 
by a complete recovery. The movement 
was influenced entirely by reports of 
improvements in ths export outlook, 
which, it is now generally admitted, is 
lu a fair way of being solved. This will 
permit the export of millions of bushels 
of wheat, which have been piling up in 
Comestic markets ever since the war 
embargo was placed on shipments. 

With Europe’s wheat supply officially 
Placed at 200,000,000 bushels under last 
year, and the United states furtunately 
in a position to supply this deficiency 
from her record crop of 900,000, 600 
bushels, there is every reason to believe 
that the demand for our wheat ultimate- 
ly will become so pronounced that Eu- 
rope herself will find means to obtain 
it, even if no plan is arranged in the 
United States to insure shipments. 

That such a plan will shortly be 
adopted, however, there is no question, 
so it is apparent that the export situa- 
tion will shortly be solved on both sides 
of the ocean. 

Wheat 20 Cents Higher. 

Wheat has had an advance of 20 
cents a bushel since the war scare 
started, and opinion now is divided 
as to the future movement of values. 
If buyers look back over a series of 
years, including short crops and war 
markets, there is nothing in the sit- 
vation to indicate however, that the 
advance has culminated, especially if 
the European war should continue for 


be materially reduced by scarcity 
of men on the farms to plant and reap 
the harvest. 

Following the Civil War, No. 2 red 
wheat on the St. Louis market sold 
above $1.50 for 12 consecutive years, 
with a high price of $3.50 a bushel 
in 1866; at $3.85 in 1867, and $3.05 in 
1868. Even as late as 1909 it brought 
$1.66: in 1910 31.35, and in 19 
$1.25% If these high prices should 
shortly prevail in the war countries 
of Europe, where they are short of 
actual supplies, what will our wheat 
be worth to fill the foreign shortage? 
The answer to this question is the 
basis of the present buying move- 
ment. 

These r make resent 
prices of $1.00 look remarkably low, 
especially with the world * a 
problem of war, and its possible in- 
fluence on harvests and demands for 
wheat never before encountere

Congressmen, three State officers and 
Senator Stone. 

Senator Stone reached St. Louis from 
Washington at 6 o'clock yesterday even- 
ing and took a 9% o’clock train for the 
State capital. Before coming he ob- 
tained unanimous consent from the Sen- 
ate to be absent. Throughout the pri- 
mary campaign he remained at his post, 
but he explained to his colleagues that 
the platform-making would be an im- 
portant part of the convention and he 
ought to be here. Many acquaintances 
greeted him between trains to congrat- 
ulate him on his overwhelming victory 
at the primaries, when he defeated both 
his opponents by a majority of more

NEXT SATURDAY 


All Elective Offices Except 
Comptroller and Assembly- 
men to Become Appointive. 


This is St. Louis’ last week under 
the old charter. All elective officers 
of the city except Comptroller Player 
and members of the Council and 
House of Delegates, will automatical- 
ly become subordinates of Mayor 


Kiel next Saturday, when the pro- 
visions of the new charter, adopted 
June 30, become effective at the end 
of a 60-day period. 

The president and four directors of 
the Board of Public Service will come 
officially into existence to replace the 
old Board of Public Improvements, 
and an army of department heads and 
petty officials will shift into new posi- 
tions with changed functions under 
the Service Board and the Comptrol- 
ler’s department, when the city hall 
opens for business the last day of the 
week. 

All existing ordinances, except 
those in conflict with provisions of 
the new organic law, will continue 
in force, and appropriations for 
salaries and other public expenses 
will continue until the end of the 
present fiscal year, next April, ox 
until they are exhausted. 

The old bicameral Municipal As- 
sembly will be automatically clothed 
with all the powers of the new Board 
of Aldermen, which. will succeed it 
in April. 

The recall will be in effect for the 
first time in the ‘history of the city, 
and any citizen who is a registered 
voter may petition for the removal 
of any elective office holder under 
the procedure outlined in the new 
basic law. 

Far-Reaching Changes. 

The initiative and referendum may 
be invoked by a smaller percentage 
of the voters than under the similar 
amendments to the old charter 
adopted in 1912. 

The Legislative Department and 
the public, will have express author- 
ity for the first time to establish 
municipal ownership of any kind in 
the nature of a public utility or 
service.

Mayor Kiel has announced that he will 
appoint Street Commissioner Charles M. 
Talbert to the post of Director of Streets 
and Sewers at $8000 a year, and Emil 
N. TolKacz, member of the Hospital 
Board, to the post of Director of Pub- 
lic Welfare at the same salary. 

New Offices to Be Created. 

Until the Assembly passes ordinances 
creating the Board of Efficiency and 
the Board of Complaint, the Mayor can- 
not make these appointments. The 
Complaint Board members will serve 
without compensation, but appropria- 
tions must be made for the $1800 a year 
stipend of the other board members, 
and for the secretaries of both boards. 

A bill is also pending to create the of- 
fice of Supervisor of Assessment of 
Water Rates, at $3000 a year, to serve 
under the Water Commissioner and Dt- 
rector of Public Utilities, in place of the 
present head of the Department of As- 
sessment and Collection of Water Rates. 
Claude B. Burton, the incumbent, will 
be appointed to the new post when it is

WATER POWER BILL 
COMPLETED BY HOUSE 


First of Four Conservation 
Measures Provides for Private 
Leases in Public Domain. 
WASHINGTON, 
completed today consideration of the 
water power bill, the first measure in 
the administration conservation pro- 
gram. It was laid aside for a final vote 
when all four conservation measures 

have been completed. 

The bill, as perfected, provides for a 
system whereby water power sites on 
the public domain may be operated by 
private persons, corporations or munici- 
palities, under permits to be issued by 
the Secretary of the Interior, who will 
regulate the production and sale of 
power. 

The bill for leasing Government-owned 
coal lands in Alaska, second on the 
conservation program, will be taken up 
next week.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22—The Rucker 
bill to regulate publicity of campaign 
contributions and limit campaign ex- 
penses of candidates for Congress, which 
has passed the House, was favorably 
reported today to the Senate. 

One amendment would provide that 
in no contingency should any political 
committee expend in any congressional 
district more than $5000. Another amend- 
ment would direct that no corporation, 
or officer thereof on behalf of such cor- 
poration, shall make any contribution 
whatever for any election.“ 

The bili would limit candidates for 
Representative in Congress to an ex- 
penditure of $2500 in a campaign for 
nomination and election and candidates 
for the United States Senate to $5000.

Hair in Bald Heads 


N article deseribing in detail the 
method by which Dr. Szekely of 
Budapest is planting hairs in- 
bald heads was published on 

this page several weeks ago. It has 
been reprinted all over the world and 
is still attracting much attention.

A special in- 
strument is used, capable of operating 
at a rate of 60 insertions per minute, if 


desired. Hairs of considerable length 
are fed through the instrument, planted 
and cut off automatically to a gauge ad- 
justable as desired. 

“A sketch of the instrument is shown, 
also three magnified views of the split 
needle, illustrating how the scalp is 
pierced and the hair planted. The in 

strument is power driven,

through a flexible shaft (A). 

“The hair, after being
